F a state treasurer had an election 


day all to himself, no other offi- 
cers being chosen at that elec- 
tion, there would be an Ideal op- 


portunity apparently for tho people to 
Ket the best man. There would be no 
confusion of other Issues, no distrac- 
tions, and the whole mind of the com- 
munity could be centered on the Issue 
of "Who shall be state treasurer?" 
Doubtless such a plan jrould give a 
good 
treasurer a 


chance to prove his 
case better than be 
can now. It would 
give a superior op- 
portunity to expose 
abuses In the treas- 
urer's office, and an 
u n f i t 
Incumbent 


seeking 
re-election 


would be more like- 
ly to receive his 
proper 
political 


chastisement 


Nevertheless tUe 


plan would be an 
Incomplete success, 
because nine-tenths of the people 
would not bother to go to the polls to 
vote for treasurer. 
You would find 


also that the papers give very little 
attention to the treasurers hip.

vfua being held, and if they did they 
wouldn't care. 


This collapse of the system would 


not be the people's fault either. You 
and I have no right to say that any- 
thing Is the people's fault 
In these 


discussions we are trying to get at a 
system which will work proi>erly with 
such people as now exist in the world. 
We are not trying to plan a system 
that will work with some ideal kind 
of people who do not as yet exist It 
is old fashioned nonsense to soy that 
the people ought to be spanked. The 
people are too big to be spanked In 


then complain If they disregard on 
requirements. 


The simple fact to that In this case 


an office has been put on the elective 
list which does sot Interest the people 


The treasurer's office is so small, so 


uninteresting in Its character, that 1 
doesn't furnish natural matter for pub- 
lic debate. There to nothing to tight 
about except the trifling question of 
which man shall bold the job and draw 
the salary, and that, as we know by 
experience. Is not • big enough matter 
to stir the people of a big state suf- 
ficiently to make them stand up and be 
counted. That being the case, the of- 
fice of treasurer must either be made 
more powerful until It dees attract 
public Interest or else It must be made 
appointive. 


No office should be elective which 


does not interest the people. The test 
Is the test of practice. The question 
•whether the treasurer should be elec- 
tive or not should be settled not by 
your opinion or mine as to whether the 
people ought to take an interest in the 
office, but by the answer to the simple 
question, "Do they take an Interest?" 
If they do not. that settles It 


It Is dangerous to have on the elec- 


tive list any officers whom the people 
ore not taking a hand in electing. Ob- 
scure officials can Ignore public opin- 
ion with Impunity. If the public is to 
retain its control over all elective offi- 
cials all elective officials must be put 
squarely under the public eye. Tut- 
ting them on the elective list is not 
enough. They must be put where they 


the first place, and you or I or the 
constitutional convention has no right 
to Iment fancy "duties" for them and

"sovereign people" will not deign to 
watch such ofllccrs Is sulliclent reason 
for making thorn appointive and let- 
tint; some responsible otlicer oveisrc 
them.
